THIE PLACE OF THE CARTOON. 


\Ve do not need to be told that cartooning has and 


has long had a considerable effect upon our politics, our 
social life and upon our convictions but it is interesting 
to review the story of cartooning and illustrating as out- 
lined by Charles Dana Gibson, himself a leading illus- 
trator, in a recent issua of "The Mentor." 


Cartooning has been common for a hundred and fifty 


years and many of the greatest reforms, the most far 
reaching political upheavals and even the loss of king- 
doms can be traced more or less directly to their in- 
fluence. In the UnitediStates the cartoon wielded great 
influence for the first tifoe about crvil w«it time, save for 
a few notable, exception^ which Jlr. Gibbon lists. Prev- 
ious to that, however, English and European artsts were 
painting powerful sermons in pictures. 


Early, in the list of great American cartoons is the 


one credited to Benjamin Franklin and included ;m al- 
mast every school history.-It is the, pictuie of a'snake 
separated Into sections with the admonition below it, 
"Join or Die." The sections are named England and the 
various other colonies who at that time were being urged 
to join the war against France 


The golden age of the~English cartoon, according to 


Mr Gibson began in the middle of the last century wKen 
John Leech and' Sir John Tenniel were drawing for 
Punch. The best known work of-the former was the

THIE PLACE OF T H E CARTOON. 
We do not need to be told tha t cartooning has and 
has long had a considerable effect upon our poHUcs. our 
social life and upon our convictions but it is interesting 
to review the story of cartooning and illustrating a s o ut­ 
lined by Charles D an a Gibson, himself a leading Illus­ 
trator, In a recent Issue of ‘‘T he Mentor. 
Cartooning ha* been common for a hundred and fifty 
y ears and m any of tho gieateat reforms, the m ost far 
reaching political upheavals and even the loas of k in g ­ 
doms can be traced m ore or less dlre^dly to their In ­ 
fluence. 
In the United » States the cartoon wielded great 
influence for the first tlVne about civil wm time, sav* for 
a few notable exceptions which Mr, Gibson lists. 
I’rev- 
loua to that, however. E nglish and E uropean artsts were 
painting powerful serm ons in pictures. 
E arly In the list of ftreut American cartoons is the 
one credited to B enjam in F ran klin and indude.i in « 1- 
m ast every school history . 
I t is tho picture of a snake 
separated into sections w ith the admoiutlun below It. 
"Join or Die.” The sections are named E ngland an d the 
various other colonies who a t tha t time were bolng urged 
to join tho w ar against France. 
The golden age of the English cartoon, according to 
Mr. Gibson began in the middle of tho last century when 
John Leech and Hlr John Tennlel were draw ing for 
Uunch. 
The best known w ork o f-the form er w as the 
Urlniean W a r cartoon entitled “General Février (Feliru- 
ary ) T urns T raitor.” picturing death as a Russian g en ­ 
eral touching the R ussian Czar, who had died from tli« 
cold and exposure which ho had predicted would los*’ 
the w ar fur the enemy . Tennlel’s best rem embered w ork 
Is “D ropping the iMlot,” a picture of the new G erm an 
emperor. Wilhelm 11. in charge of the ship of state send- 
*lng Bism arck off the ship. 
C artoons of more recent interest is tha t of Thom as 
N ast published in 1874 in which the Republican party 
was for the first time pictured us an elephant and a 
cam paign cartoon pulJlslied at about the same time 
depicting the Democratic party us a donkey . This same 
artist 1« responsible for picturing T am m any u* a tiger, 
for the first lime.
